3 Storms Bring 
12-In. Snow Cover 


Three snow storms beginning 
last Saturday left a snow cover of 
11 or 12 inches here in four days.

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In the revised study program for 
Punchard students of the four upper 
grades changes have been made in 
certain subject areas for definite 
purposes. 

These are explained in the rec- 
ommendations adopted by the 
school committee last week as fol- 
lows: 

Mathematics 


At the present time, we are 
offering the regular college prep- 
aratory subjects as well as Bus- 


iness Arithmetic, Shop Mathematics 
Basic Mathematics, and Advanced 
Arithmetic. The last three titles 
are not entirely descriptive of the 
subject matter offered because of 
widely varying ability in the groups 
assigned to them. In their place, 
we are proposing a ninth grade 
course in Applied Mathematics I, 
which will combine the elements of 
Business Arithmetic and non- 
college Preparatory Mathematics 
suitable to that level. A sequence 
to this course is Applied Mathema- 
tics Il, carrying the same planning 
to a more advanced level. In the 
junior year, a course in Consumer 
Mathematics is proposed in con- 
junction with the consumer educa- 
tion program designed for practical 
application. In the college prep- 
aratory field, the intent is to make 
it possible for a student to com- 
plete two years of Algebra before 
taking either Plane Geometry or 
the Advanced Sciences, Plane 
Geometry is constantly a major 
stumbling block for a number of 
students otherwise able to handle 
college preparatory mathematics, 
Since more and more colleges are | 
coming to recognize this fact, we 
are attempting to bring the offering 
into line with existing practices, A|

For One-Family Homes 
Board Of Trade 


A new record in Andover’s con- 
tinued building boom was estab- 
lished last year in the number of 
of single-family dwellings for which 
permits were issued, a total of 152 
such dwellings costing $1,884,000 
having been recorded by Building 
Inspector Ralph W. Coleman, 

The estimated cost of all new 
construction for which permits were 
issued in 1953 was placed at 
$2,018,095 and the cost of add- 
itions and alterations at $197,975, 
a total of $2,216,070. 

During the construction boom 
that started about six years ago the 
town has added 709 new buildings 
plus 56 apartments in the veterans’ 
housing project. 

The number of new buildings, 
their estimated cost and that for 
additions and alterations over this 
period is as follows: 

1948 100; cost $1,224,109; 
add., $147,600; total $1,371,709. 


1949 — 80 and 56 apartments: 


$1,431,350; add., $106,335; total

In comparison with these figures 
it may be noted that in 1947 the

For Better Achjevement 


The revised program of studies at Punchard which the 
school committee adopted last week is intended to be of 
definite advantage to students of the upper grades. 

Elimination ofthe former conventional courses,— class- 
ical, technical, general and commercial — puts an end to 
rigid study program which had been in effect and replaces 
it with one of more flexibility which is expected to better 
suit the ability of the individual student. 

Recommendation for the change came after an extensive 
study by Bernard L. Kellmurray, director of guidance, 
and with the approval of Headmaster Lindsay J. March. 
In the survey consideration was given to the curriculum- 
building practices among other high schools in regard to 
collage entrance standards and commercial and industrial 
aims. 


Under the general scheme of the new program a student 
will be required to do certain basic work each year and to 
fill out his schedule by adding subjects of his own 
choice, under proper guidance, which satisfy his ability 
and needs. 

In this way some of the studies not open to him under 
the former system may become available to him under the 
new plan. 

The changes are not a great departure from the former 
system but offer a plan designed to give each student a 
schedule better fitted for his talents. 

The revised program, the committee and its sponsors 
expect, will result in higher achievement on the part of a 
great number of pupils. 


Education And Good Fun 


It is reported that many hundreds of ‘‘investment 
clubs”? are now in operation throughout the country. The 
usual method of operation is for the members to contri- 
bute a certain sum of money each month to a fund, which 
is then used to buy stocks.Some have been most success- 
ful. One club, which began in 1940, has had a total of 
$17,000 in contributions, Ten thousand has been with- 
drawn from the fund — and $44,000 remains. 

Not all will do so well, of course. But the clubs pro- 
vide an excellent means of broadening the base of bus- 
iness — ownership in this country. And, as one writer has 
pointed out, they also ‘‘offer the possibility of profit and 
the certainty of education and good fun’’.
